Sebastiano 
Filipi is developing a 50-acre ‘in- 
dustrial site and he announced

5. This is Boy Scout anniver- 
sary week. In pictures and news 
stories, The Upland News is 
paying tribute to the early lead- 
ers of the Boy Scout movement 
and is recognizing the outstand- 
ing leadership now at the head 
of the many local troops. 


LOOKING AHEAD 


In this rapidly changing era, 
it is well to frequently look ‘at 


the past and look ahead. For 
example: 
1, Tonight the Upland city 


councilmen ‘are likely to decide 
on the fate of the proposed 
business development at Foot- 
hill Blvd. and Euclid Ave. Ap- 
proval means eventual estab- 
lishment of a 17 acre ‘shopping 
center. 

There is much speculation as 
to the city council vote. 

2. Another step will be taken 
tonight in formation of the park- 
ing district. An engineer’s re- 
port will be filed. Later a public 
hearing will be held. 

Opponents, while very small 
in number, have expressed the

When we said we had some 
tire chains we would sell, trade 
or barter, we little realized the 
results The Upland News would 
bring. Now the wife hadn’t done 
much more bartering than we 
had, but today we are both veter- 
ans, ready to jump ‘on ‘the auction 
block and give out with the old 
“come on’’. 

Our first visitor, who also 
happens to be 'the successful ‘bar- 


terer,. was Donald D. Swihart, 
380 W. Ninth St., a Chaffey in- 


structor, “who offered to provide 
our larder with ‘a goodly ‘supply 
of oranges fresh from his home 
grove. Now don’t get carried 
away visualizing us sitting in the 
midst of 'a fruitbin.

Most Support 


With the Chaffey district bond 
issues passed by the electors Fri- 
day, with an overwhelming 4-1 
majority, an Upland-Foothill dis- 
trict vote survey reveals a 6-1 
majority for the high school 
bonds and a 7-1 majority for the 
college. bonds, given by local 
voters. 

Mt. Baldy led the entire dis- 
trict with a 100% vote, 43-0, fa- 
voring both issues. Etiwanda fa- 
vored the high school _ issue, 
117-7, and the college issue, 
118-5. . 

Total vote for the $8,500,000 
high school bond issue was 4,768 
‘yes’? ballots, and 1,099 ‘‘no”’ 
votes. In the Upland-Foothill dis- 
trict, the higtr school bonds re- 
ceived 2,358 ‘‘yes’’ votes and 408 
‘“no’’ ballots 

‘AX 5,365 ‘yes’? vote over a 
1,579 ‘‘no’? vote, authorized the 
$5,000,000 college bonds. In Up- 
land-Fogthill district, the favor- 
able vote was 2,276 votes, with 457 
opposition votes. These totals in- 
clude Alta Loma, Cucamonga, 
Etiwanda, Mt. Baldy, Upland and 
Edison (Ontario) precincts. The

City Balance 
Sets Record. 


‘or the first time in history, 
Upland city has a bank balance 
exceeding $1,000,000. 

This is the report of City Clerk 
Hazel M. Cassell for the close of 
January. But Mrs. Cassell has- 
tens to caution Uplanders that 
the $800,000 bonds sold to finance 
the current sewer projects is re- 
sponsible for the big balance. 

Totaling $1,166,828.49, the city 
balance includes all city funds 
and accounts. This week $20,000 
of the sewage bond money will 
be spent, and within 90 days ap- 
proximately half of the $800,000 
will haye been spent, and the 
city’s bank balance will reflect 
this by falling back to a more 
average total. In the past two 
year's, the monthly bank balance 
has never before exceeded $334,- 
000, Mrs. Cassell said. 

“Upland has always maintained 
the status of a solvent city,’’ Mrs. 
Cassell added, ‘‘and good man- 
agement, careful planning and 
council policies have ‘achieved 
this.’’ 

She also listed several major 
funds within the January balance 
controlled by government code 
regarding expenditures. These in- 
clude the traffic safety fund, 
$53,274.78; special gas tax mon- 
ies, $91,505.55; park and school 
subdivision drain fund, $61,000.

The 
only peaceful time in the valley of 
the Danube was 20,000 years ago, 
she said, when Stone Age men 
engaged in primitive agriculture 
there. Since .then, the fertility of 
the valley has been its tragedy, 
for the wealth of the inhabitants 
has drawn marauders to attack 
and plunder. Many races and na- 
tions have penetrated the area 
‘and left the imprint of their cul- 
tures on the peoples. 

She cited Vienna as the loveli- 
est city along the banks of the 
river and also the most outstand- 
ing. Politically, it has been the 
center of historical events since 
the time of the Roman invasion. 
In music, Vienna hias gained im- 
mortality. Encouraged by the 
patronage of the Hapsburgs, tal- 
ented musicians from many na- 
tions went to Vienna. There 
Haydn, Beethoven, Schubert, Mo- 
zart and many others composed 
the classical works that enrich 
all our lives. Much of the music 
derives its inspiration from love- 


ly scenes along the Danube. 

She claimed that only twice be- 
fore in the world’s history have 
the cultural arts reached such a 
peak of perfection as they did in 
the three hundred years compris- 
ing the period of musical crea- 
tion in Vienna. The first was the 
development of the Greek drama 
and the second period was that of 
the Flemish painters. 

The meeting adjourned to en- 
joy tea with Mrs. Robt.

It is Now Up to Chaffey Board 
To Justify Confidence 


One very sad thing about the successful Chaffey bond 
election is that it is so late and so costly — because of being 
so late. 


If the bond money authorized by the voters on Friday, 
had been approved at least two elections ago, cost of buying 
the high school sites would have been less, the cost of con- 
struction would have been considerably lower and the interest 
rate would be below its present record high level. 


In being highly pleased with the result, residents in this 
area cannot help but feel that an excessive educational bill 
has been shouldered upon local property due to the previous 
Ontario negative vote. 


As has been previously pointed out, the much-discussed 
UCLA report about the Chaffey school districts provided an 
excellent “vehicle” for the turn-about of Ontario leaders. With 
the filing of the report, fairly expensive itself, the opposition 
used the document to change from negative to positive. 


Some observers believe that another factor had far more 
to de with the opposition change than the UCLA report, since 
almost everything contained in the report had been known 
Previously to the Chaffey administration and to close observ- 
ers of the population trend. 


Be that as it may, the Chaffey board of education finally 
has this directive; 


\ “Go ahead and spend the money in providing the com- 
munity with needed high school and college educational facili- 
ties,” 


In accepting this directive to administer $13,500,000, the 
Chaffey board members and administrative staff well know 
they have a grave responsibility. In fact. their responsibility 
is all the more great because of the era of “excessive cost” in 
which they will spend the money. 


Confidence in our public officials is a great asset in this 
community. 


The voters virtually gave the Chaffey board a blank 
check Friday. School officials today have the ultimatum — 
build us classrooms for our high school and junior college 
students. Taxpayers have the right. therefore, to expect from 
the school executives that not one cent shall be spent need- 
lessly. That goes for the day-to-day management of the present 
schools and in the building program. 


Citizens committees were formed prior to the election to 
help get public approval. The same committees might well 


continue and thoroughly examine all the expenditures of 
school funds. 


As had been expected in the Friday vote, citizens in the 
Upland-Foothill communities approved the $13,500,000 bonds 
by a large majority. In fact the margin was 6 to 1 while only a 
3 to 1 margin was required. 


Ten precincts served local voters and the high school 
bond vote was; 2,358, yes; 408, no. The junior college vote was; 
yes, 2,276 and no, 457.
